RULES OF PROCEDURE 


According to RSA 40, the Town Moderator determines the procedures to be used 
in Town Meetings. The Moderator determines the rules without regard to parlia- 
mentary or other procedural rules. The voters can overturn the Moderator’s rules 
at any time, however. A motion to overturn the Moderator’s rules, or establish 
new rules, will always take precedence to other business which is already “on the 
floor”. 


So that you will know the ground rules by which we are maintaining order, these 
procedural rules are announced to you ahead of time. 


¢ The Moderator will read each article in its entirety before that article is 
considered. 





¢ There can be no discussion until there has been a motion under the article. (usu- 
ally the first motion is to approve the article as it appears on the warrant) 





¢ All motions must be seconded by a different individual. 
¢ Discussion will only take place after a motion has been moved and seconded. 


¢ All discussion must take place only when called upon by the Moderator. 
You must have permission from the Moderator before you can speak. 


* When the Moderator recognizes you, standup, speak out loudly and 
announce your name before proceeding with your comments. 


* If you want to change a portion of a motion, you can do so by making an 
amendment. We will consider only one move to amend at any given time. 
When discussion regarding an amendment comes to a conclusion, the 
amendment will be voted upon. If the amendment passes we will then con- 
tinue considering the original motion as it has now been amended. If the 
amendment fails, we will return to considering the motion in its form prior 
to the motion to amend. 


¢ A secret written ballot will be used on any article when requested by any 
5 voters in writing (RSA 40:4-a). 


¢ A vote will be re-tabulated by secret written ballot when requested in writ- 
ing or orally by only 7 voters (RSA 40:40b). This action must be request- 
ed before we have already moved onto the next item of business. 


One final word of advice from your Moderator: If you want to get action from 
the Town Meeting, you have to make a motion. It’s okay to get up and ask a ques- 
tion or make a comment (as long as it’s relevant to what’s on the table), but if 
you want the Town Meeting to discuss and vote on your idea, you have to get it 
on the table with a motion. Let’s work together to have a successful and efficient 
meeting.

TOWN MEETING - MARCH 8, 2005 
WARRANT - MINUTES 


Town meeting and the election of officers were both held on Tuesday, March 
8, 2005, commencing at 9:00 a.m. at the Freedom Town Hall. 

The Moderator, Donald Johnson, explained the procedures to the election 
workers downstairs at the Town Hall, then opened the polls for voting. Those 
present were: Alice Haslett, Ballot Clerk, Beth Earle, Assistant Moderator, 
James Brown, Gatekeeper, Rochelle Brooks, Deputy Town Clerk and Libby 
Priebe, Town Clerk. The Supervisors of the Checklist were also present: Patricia 
McCoy, Daniel Brooks and Albert Godfrey. 

Mr. Johnson then proceeded upstairs to open the deliberative portion of 
Town Meeting. He explained the rules of procedure and noted they are published 
in the front of the Town Report, and then he introduced the officials seated at the 
table: John Krebs, Les Babb and Jim Breslin, Selectmen; Peter Hastings, Town 
Counsel, and Libby Priebe, Town Clerk. After the Pledge of Allegiance to the 
Flag, and a moment of silence in honor of Merton Sargent, Mr. Johnson com- 
menced the meeting with the reading of the Warrant: 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Freedom in the County of Carroll in said 
state, qualified to vote in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of 
Freedom will be held at the Freedom Town Hall on Tuesday, the 8th day of 
March 2005 at 9:00 o’clock in the forenoon to act upon the following subjects.

Neal Boyle.

To see if the Town will direct the Board of Selectmen to enforce all the pro- 
visions of the Notice of Decision of Conditional Approval by the Planning Board 
dated January 23, 2004 with respect to Totem Pole Park Unit Owners 
Association, and specifically Paragraph 3 limiting use of the campground sites 
for temporary occupancy, and Paragraph 4 prohibiting the establishment of 
domicile and residency. It is the understanding of the voters that the original 
Totem Pole Park approval of 1987 was to be “a recreational vehicle campground 
from May until October each year”. Any deviation from that approval exposes 
the Town to the potential of municipal services never intended by that approval. 
To the extent the Board of Selectmen are unable to enforce those provisions, they 
are directed to take all such steps as maybe legally necessary and proper to 
revoke the 2004 approval. (The undersigned requests that the vote on the same 
be by Yes/No paper ballot.) A Yes vote will mean a vote for this Article.

What is GASB 34? 

GASB 34 establishes accounting and financial reporting standards for state 
and local governments, including cities, towns, villages and special-purpose gov- 
ernments such as school districts. The goal is for more relevant reports based on 
consistent information for evaluating an entity's financial condition. It will pro- 
vide for better accountability by all governments. 


The “New” Basic Financial Reporting Model: 


e Retains the traditional focus on fund reporting but replaces the old fund 
type financial statements with new Major Fund Financial Statements. 


e Adds two new Government Wide Financial Statements: Statement of New 
Assets and Statement of Activities. 


¢ Expands the Notes to the Financial Statements. 
¢ Modifies RSI by amending the Budget to Actual Statements. 


e Adds a new narrative section called MD&A (Management Discussion and 
Analysis). 


¢ Retains the Modified Accrual basis of accounting for the Fund-Level 
Financial but changes the basis on the Government Wide Financials to Full 
Accrual. 


Non-Compliance Could: 
* Result in an Adverse or Qualified Audit Opinion. 
¢ Affect your community's ability to borrow. 


¢ Impact Citizens, Selectmen, Creditors, Administrators, etc, not be able to 
compare your town's performance with others.

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TREASURER’S REPORT 


2005 brought with it new challenges. The Town had to borrow more money, 
earlier than ever before. Although the Town was able to negotiate a very attractive 
borrowing rate, large payments such as the school bond payment, forced the Town 
into early and high loan balances. The question has been raised as the best way to 
deal with this. Many have asked if it is time to move to twice a year tax bills. 
Although this would alleviate much of the borrowing, I feel the added costs of 
sending out a second tax bill would currently leave us in a near break even situa- 
tion, at best, vs. that of borrowing costs. In my discussions with the Board of 
Selectmen we believe that a more prudent course of action would be refining the 
processes used by the Town. In the coming months new forms will be introduced 
for departments to schedule major or significant expenditures. The School will be 
asked for a more detailed schedule of their expenditures and more frequent 
requests for funds thereby keeping their excess fund balances low which will fur- 
ther reduce the Towns borrowing. 

Many thanks to all department heads for deferring non-essential purchases 
until late in the year. Scott Brooks, our Road Agent, continues to be most mindful 
of this, delaying sand and salt purchases until as late in the year as possible. 

Undoubtedly, 2006 will bring new challenges as interest rates continue to rise, 
but I am confident that if we all continue to work as a team the Town will contin- 
ue to be well served.

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the Town of 
Freedom, as of and for the year ended December 31, 2004 as shown on pages 2 
through 6. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Town of 
Freedom's management. Our responsibility is to express opinions on these finan- 
cial statements based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally 
accepted in the United States of America. Those standards require that we plan 
and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial 
statements are free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a 
test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial state- 
ments. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and sig- 
nificant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall finan- 
cial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis 
for our opinions. 

Management has not implemented Governmental Accounting Standards 
Board (GASB) Statement No. 34, Basic Financial Statements - and 
Management's Discussion and Analysis -for State and Local Governments. 
Therefore these financial statements are presented following the principles that 
were in effect prior to GASB Statement No. 34. Management has not presented 
government-wide financial statements to display the financial position and 
changes in financial position of its governmental activities and business-type 
activities as required by GASB Statement No. 34. The financial statements pre- 
sented do not contain separate statements for governmental, proprietary, if appli- 
cable and fiduciary fund types, nor are major and non-major funds separately 
identified and classified, as required by GASB Statement No. 34. The financial 
statements presented report expendable and nonexpendable trust funds, some of 
which should be reported as special revenue and permanent funds under the new 
reporting model. The financial statements also present a general long-term debt 
account group which should not be reported as such, but the information con- 
tained therein should be included in the government-wide financial statements 
were they presented. Also, the financial statements do not contain any informa- 
tion on capital assets because the government has not maintained historical cost 
records of such assets. Management has not presented a management's discus- 
sion and analysis as required by GASB Statement No. 34. The amounts that 
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would be reported in the missing statements and required supplementary infor- 
mation, and the effects of reclassifying and properly reporting the information 
presented are not reasonably determined. 

The tax collector's report was not accurate, and source documentation was 
not available to verify transactions and compliance with statutes and regulations 
relating to the tax collector's duties and procedures. We are unable to satisfy our- 
selves that the amounts reported for tax revenue and receivables in the general 
fund are fairly stated in all material respects. 

In our opinion, because of the effects of the matters discussed in the preced- 
ing paragraphs, the financial statements referred to above do not present fairly, 
in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States 
of America, the financial position of the Town of Freedom as of December 31, 
2004, or the changes in its financial position or its cash flows, where applicable, 
for the year then ended. 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the finan- 
cial statements that collectively comprise the Town of Freedom basic financial 
statements. The combining and individual fund statements are presented for pur- 
poses of additional analysis and are not a required part of the basic financial 
statements. For reasons stated in the third paragraph of this report, we expressed 
an opinion that the financial statements of the Town of Freedom do not fairly 
present financial position, results of operations, and cash flows in conformity 
with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 
Therefore, we do not express an opinion on the accompanying combining and 
individual fund statements.

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FREEDOM PUBLIC LIBRARY’S 
REPORT 


Freedom Public Library serves as the town's cultural and community center, 
providing a place for people to gather, to learn, to access information, and to be 
entertained. 2005 has been a busy and successful year at the library, with 
increased programming, patronage and circulation. 

The library's basement underwent a renovation in the spring, creating a large 
area for meetings and programs. This space was put to good use immediately 
with a program by former Poet Laureate of NH, Marie Harris. During the sum- 
mer the library hosted a film festival for adults and Pizza & Movie nights for 
families in this space. New signage in the library, plus extra attention to the 
grounds have enhanced the library's appearance. 

The library's automated circulation system was implemented in March after 
over two years of work to prepare the collection by a dedicated team of volun- 
teers, led by Pat Parker, the Assistant Librarian. Materials are still being barcod- 
ed, but the project is over 90% complete. The automated system improves 
record-keeping and such functions as reserving and renewing materials. 

The library's public computers are busy, with an average of about 90 users 
per month. Use of the library, including computer use, spikes in July and August 
when the library accommodates the influx of summer residents. A new wireless 
connection allows laptop owners to access the Internet on their own computers. 
The library has a website at www.freedompubliclibrary.org and the librarian 
maintains a “blog” chronicling library activities in words and photos. 

The Friends of the Library continue to support the library in many ways, 
including three book sales and a bake sale, arranging for NH Humanities Council 
programs, purchasing a movie site license, which allows the library to show 
films, and a membership pass to the Squam Lake Natural Science Center. The 
Friends generously fund the Summer Reading Program including two profes- 
sional performances and they also funded the downstairs renovation. 

The Summer Reading Program was another big success with over 60 chil- 
dren reading a total of 76,130 minutes! The library's summer programming 
included a bookmark contest, a writing workshop, Pizza & Movie nights, Lego 
Club and a puppet-making workshop during which three marvelous, enormous 
puppets were created which were winning entries in the Freedom Old Home 
Week parade. 

Elizabeth Rhymer, the Library Director, has made special efforts to cultivate 
a relationship with the Freedom Elementary School. The 2nd and 5th grades 
have begun regular field trips to the library and Elizabeth works with the 5th/6th 
grade Language Arts teacher and students, providing displays of books for 
assigned genres. She is reading a chapter book to the school's knitting club and 
has offered after school and summer activities for the students. This year she has 
run four series of popular preschool story hour programs. Elizabeth is active in 
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the Children's Librarians of NH organization and serves as President of the 
Carroll County Library Cooperative. 

Judy Johnson continues as Library Aide, providing crucial assistance to the 
librarian and providing excellent service to patrons. The library's services are 
supported, too, by a large corps of dedicated volunteers who provided over 1050 
hours in shifts worked at the library this year and countless additional hours on 
special projects and programs. The library could never provide the level of serv- 
ice it does without this help. Thanks to the staff, volunteers, and the Friends of 
the Library, the Freedom Public Library continues to grow and find new ways to 
meet the community's needs.

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BOARD OF SELECTMEN REPORT 


This is my sixth year serving the Town, I was first appointed to Planning Board, 
served as zoning officer and this is now my fifth year as Selectmen. 

This past year also brought many transitions, after eight and a half years of serv- 
ice to the Town John Krebs resigned his position on the Board of Selectmen. We 
would like to thank John for his past service and leadership during his tenure. 

The biggest news of 2005 1s finally an end to the statewide property tax. 

With the continued development and growth this left a void on the board that 
after much discussion and searching was filled by the appointment of Donna Cupka. 
Donna's individuality, corporate background, attention to detail and paperwork has 
made her an invaluable addition to the board. 

The purchase of the “Trout Pond Property” as the town's first Town Forest was 
completed in 2005. A Forest Advisory Board was appointed and along with the 
Conservation Commission has continued to work to implement the management 
plan for the property. 

Development has taken a bit of a different look about town as the availability of 
pre-existing building lots have diminished. We are starting to see major subdivi- 
sions with new roads and infrastructure. Although these are regulated by Zoning 
and require Planning Board approval, it has been a challenging learning curve for 
the boards to make sure all facets of development and construction are done in a 
manner which will not adversely affect the tax base now or in the future. 

Along with growth and evolution comes increased demand for services as well as 
mandates from the state and federal level on building requirements. To meet the 
needs of accessibility, safety (of the citizens, historical and current records), park- 
ing, spatial requirements and storage, we have brought an article forward to start set- 
ting aside monies to address the building issue. It is our goal to continue to do this 
for the next 3 to 5 years so that planning can be done and land may be acquired prior 
to the start of construction. This should minimize the affect on the tax rate. We are 
seeking members of the community to serve on a building advisory committee to 
help identify the most cost effective means to meet the requirements of the town in 
this project. Please contact myself or one of the other Selectmen if you would like 
to be part of the advisory committee.

STATE FOREST RANGER REPORT 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New 
Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands work collaboratively to reduce the risk 
and frequency of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please 
contact your local Forest Fire Warden or Fire Department to determine if a permit 
is required before doing ANY outside burning. A fire permit 1s required for all out- 
side burning unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services also prohibits the open burn- 
ing of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire depart- 
ment or DBS at 1-800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. 
Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect New 
Hampshire's forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of 
Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2217, or online at www.nhdfl.org. 

Fire activity was high during the first several weeks of the 2005 fire season, 
with red-flag conditions issued by the National Weather Service and extreme fire 
danger in the southern and central portions of the state. This period of increased 
initial attack activity prompted a 5-day ban on open burning, the first such ban in 
several years. Despite the dry conditions, the state's largest wildland fire was con- 
tained at 29 acres. Our statewide system of fire lookout towers is credited with 
keeping the fires small and saving several structures this season due to their quick 
and accurate spotting capabilities. Fires in the wildland urban interface damaged 
10 structures, a constant reminder that forest fires bum more than just trees. 
Homeowners should take measures to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to 
their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and 
pine needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of 
flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner recommendations 
are available at www.fxrewise.org.

A 
very special thank you to the members of The Freedom Fire & Rescue Department 
and The Freedom Police Department. All too often their commitment and dedica- 
tion 1s overlooked.

The Zoning Board of Adjustment received 20 applications since January 
2005; thirteen of those were requests for dimensional variances (requests to build 
new structures or additions which are located at least in part in the side, front, or 
rear setbacks).

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ZONING OFFICER REPORT 


The primary duties of the Zoning Code Officer are to consider compliance 
with town & state land use regulations. This consisted in 2005 primarily of pro- 
cessing building applications with regard to setbacks and looking out for envi- 
ronmental protection. This year several situations came forth regarding shore 
land protection, in the majority of cases from persons looking to protect the 
quality of the water they live next to. The zoning position also means respond- 
ing to notifications of possible violations. The job required an average of six 
hours a week meeting with people and checking on properties. 

With the significant winds and rain of the 2005 fall season, I suspect 2006 
to be busy with shoreline protection and reclamation on Lake Ossipee. I encour- 
age owners of shoreline property who have needs to follow the lead of their 
neighbors who have already called to get information on the appropriate regu- 
latory process. 

As more and more building continues to take place in our town, I encour- 
age land owners to seek the proper regulatory processes for the continued pro- 
tection of our town. The primary vehicle for this is our Town Zoning Ordinance. 
All of us can take part in assuring that our laws help us meet that goal by attend- 
ing meetings or passing on comments to the Town office or appropriate person 
or board. I continue to be aware of the large majority of citizens who work 
towards this goal.

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FREEDOM CONSERVATION 
COMMISSION REPORT 


The Freedom Conservation Commission (FCC) acts an advisory group to 
the Select Board, Planning Board, Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) and the New 
Hampshire Department of Environmental Services (DES). This year the board 
reviewed 15 applications: 2 Dredge and Fill, 4 Permit by Notification, 1 Erosion 
control/cut plan, 1 Minor Impact, 2 DES reviews and 9 ZBA recommendations. 
The FCC, which is also charged with providing educational events for the com- 
munity, co-sponsored the workshop “Cost of Community Services “offered by 
UNH Extension and financed by grant money from PSNH. This well attended 
workshop demonstrated the possible financial impacts the community may expe- 
rience with growth. We also offered our first event at our new Town Forest dur- 
ing Old Home Week. Rick Estes and Ned Hatfield volunteered their services for 
an orienteering workshop where participants learned to use a compass to learn 
how to navigate through the woods. 

The board also attended several workshops during the year, among them one 
offered by the Ossipee Lake Alliance on strategies to control milfoil and other 
invasive species in our waterways. FCC continues to work with the Alliance and 
the community on this project. We have also been working with the planning 
board on updating the master plan, specifically the natural resources chapter. 
Some members of Commission are working with Green Mountain Conservation 
Group on the Water Quality Management program and the Watershed Coalition 
program. Jim Clemons co-coordinated the Hazardous Household Waste 
Collection Day. The Friends of Trout Pond, Green Mountain Conservation 
Group, Trust for Public Land and all the citizen volunteers and supporters saw 
the town forest acquisition project come to fruition when the town acquired the 
property on June 21, 2005. Thanks to all for their perseverance. This was not an 
easy project and took almost four years to complete. We are proud to leave this 
legacy to Freedom’s future residents. We would also like to thank the public pro- 
grams which supported this project .They include: The Forest Legacy Program, 
Land and Community Heritage Program and the Mooseplate Conservation 
Program. Without these and other funding sources the cost of the property to the 
town would have been prohibitive. 

The Forest Advisory Board (FAB) is a standing subcommittee of the 
Freedom Conservation Commission. The board is comprised of seven members 
and includes a representative from the Planning Board and the Select Board. The 
subcommittee is charged with the day to day operations of the Town Forest. It 
works closely with the Conservation Commission which in turn works closely 
with the Select Board. The newly established committee has held several meet- 
ings and is becoming familiar with the Town Forest Stewardship Plan. We are 
working with a licensed forester and hope to have our first timber harvest this 
year. Look for our new kiosks/signs at some of the entrances, brochures and a 
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nature trail within the next year. We hope to start working on some parking areas 
and do some trail work shortly. The FCC is now looking into sources of grant 
money for additional forest projects and we invite Freedom citizens to volunteer 
as opportunities arise. 

I would like to offer a special thank you to Karen Hatch, Linda Farinella and 
Libby Priebe. They are always able to answer questions, point us in the right 
direction and help with communication between departments.

Watson Hill Rd: Repaired washed out road bed 800’x 5’ with base grav- 
el, finished gravel, and 2” of base asphalt, 1” finish asphalt placed by 
Town grader. 


Watson Hill Rd: Repaired 800’ of washed out shoulder with 6” rip rap. 


Loon Lake Rd.: Water main extended 880’ with 6” PVC pipe. There were 
houses and Town Buildings hooked up to the new main, eight in all. 


Old Stage Coach Rd.: Reconstruction of 650’ Installed dropped inlet, 
grate, 200’ of 15” culvert, base gravel, finish gravel, and 2 1/2 inches of 
3/4 single coarse asphalt. 


Loon Lake Rd: Reconstruction of 1600’ installed one dropped inlet with 
80’ of 15” culvert, 60’ of 18” culvert. Removed old asphalt, large rocks, 
and unsuitable material. Installed base gravel, finished gravel, and 2 1/2 . 
inches of 3/4 single coarse asphalt. 


Tree and brush clearance: On Moulton, Young’s Hill, Swetts Hill, Rice 
Hill, East Danforth, Independence, Flint Lock, Hillside, Little Knoll, 
Liberty, Powder Horn, and Patriots Roads. 


Shimming uneven road surfaces: Nason, and Watson Hill Roads. 
Material used 3/8 hot top. 


Shoulder and ditch reconstruction: Rice Hill, Swetts Hill, Cold Brook, 
Moulton, Scarboro, and Watson Hill Road. 


Shoulders graveled: West Bay, Sherwood Forest, Loon Lake, and parts of 
Ossipee Lake Road. 
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Drainage structures: Installed six H2O drywells and grates on Ossipee 
Lake and Marina Road. 


Ossipee Lake Road: Ditch lines repaired with 3” and 6” rip rap. Others 
with loam and seed. 


Nason Road: Stumps removed, bank sloped back, ditch line and bank 
loamed seeded and mulched. 


Shawtown Road: Reconstruction of 4100’ of road, installed 36’ of 24” 
culvert, 80’ of 15” culvert, 32’ of 36” culvert, 24” of 6 inch minus base 
gravel, 6 inches of | 1/2 finish gravel. 


The cost of the reconstruction of Shawtown Road is the responsibility of 
Danforth Bay Camping Area.
